Tbe state of fc'onora rose against

12, 1013, It was'announced unofficially

federals were forced to evacuate Em- 
paleue and then were besieged al 
Gunymaa. Oh April 20 Carrunra was 
named supreme chief of the Con'stlru-.

Aug. 3. That city vaa mode Carran- 
za's capital.

an. Inch a weight of one ton is re- 
moved from every .4,000 En.uaro inches 
of surface! This Is n ton for every 
area flve and one-quarter feet square, 
lit your;.bousc,' for Instance, Is 25 by 
40 feet, with an area of 1,000 square 
feet, a load of about thirty-six tons Is 
lifted from the roof every time tho 
barometer shows an inch fall—that Is, 
a thirty-six ton load' would bo lifted 
If the house were air tight But as air 
presses In every direction there la_as 
much of a push upward'against tho 
roof from below as there Is of a push 
downward from above. 
Bo the roof 


actually feola no effect from the re- 
moval of this henry load. 


In the same way a man.of. average 


size would be relieved of a weight of 
about a' ton and a half if there were 
no air chambers In the human body. 


It has been'flgnred that a fall of an 


inch in' tbe barbmeter over a territory 
400 miles 'square .removes a weight 
from the surface of the earth of 160,- 
000,OQO,000 tons. If this were loaded 
on freight ears, twenty tons to the 
car and thirty cars to the train, more 
than 200,000,000 trains.would be, re- 
quired to move it If each train were 
BOO feet long, they would stretch out 
In a line more than 25,000,000 miles 
long.
